The official party on The Constitu-

The Savannah-Tybee road is the 
marvel of the tourists. At a cost of 
more than a million dollars Chatham 
county has thrown the broad ribbon of 
smooth and springy shell road across 
a stretch of twenty-three miles of 
marsh water and low islands that for 
years were declared to be forever a 
barrier to through highway traffic. 
'Six concrete and steel bridges span 
the estuaries and lagoons that sepa- 
rate Savannah from the open sea. 
Three of these cross navigable outlets 
to the oceana and are built with a 
movable middle section that is swung 
around paralle] with the shores when 
ships seek passage through. 

The road itself is built on a foun- 
dation in places more than 
twenty feet deep on piles and other 
stable foundation. on 
the edges. will in time make the fill-

valid and reasonable and that the 
United States supreme court had dis- 
missed the application of jitney driv- 
ers shortly after that for a hearing. 
Mr. Arkwright asserted that “to al- 
low jitneys to operate in Atlanta 
without proper regulation is nothi ng 
short of mttnicipal mismanagement.” 

Alderman Jesse W. Armistead, 
chairman of the police cominittee, 
urged the mayor to veto the ordinance 
because of two paramount provisions 
which he claimed were illegal. First, 
the ordinance gives the city clerk 
complete authority to accept, reject 
and determine legality of the bonds, 
and second, to permit the ordinance 
to become effective would be giving 
the Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany a monopoly on Atlanta’s trans- 
portation, he stated. 

“Forced Out of Business.”

Mayor Disappointed That 

Council Failed to Drop 

59 Employees, Who Were 
Termed “Superfluous.” 


Declaring that the finance commit- 
tee in compiling the June finance 
sheet had “grossly overestimated 
1925 revenues and had failed utterly 
to exercise proper economy,’ Mayor 
Walter A Sims late Friday, vetoed 
the sheet, which automatically sends 
it back to the council for reconsidera-: 
tion at its next meeting. 

The mayor expressed disappoint- 
ment that the sheet should have been 
amended by council in reinstating 59 
employes whose positions were de- 
clared superfluous by the ausiting 
firm of Dawson and Edison. This 


' amendment was voted to the finance 


sheet by council last Monday and 
similar action followed at a meeting 
Thursday of the aldermanic board.

Meat and meat products are very 
highly digestible. The protein is 
practically all digestible and the fat 
is, on the average, 96 per cent di- 
gestible. Two separate factors enter 
into the idea of digestibility. One is 
the length of time the material lies 
in the stomaeh before moving on to 
the intestine for the completion of 
the task. The other is the complete- 
ness of the final digestion. As stated 
previously, meat is almost completely 
digested. Lean beef remains in the 
stomach about two hours, veal about 
two and one-half hours, and pork 
abcut three hours. Normally these 
differenees are of no censequence, but 
for the very young and for invalids, 
or in cases of some stomach troubles 
it may be desirable to eat no fresh 
pork.

In many cases of chronic impair- 
ment of hearing, due to various dis- 
ease processes ‘involving the delicate 
mechanism of the middle ear cavity, 
which is a space the size of a pea 
housing the famous little bones known 
as the hammer, anvil and stirrup, just 
within the ear drum, there is an asso- 
ciated annoyance called tinnitus, head 
noises varying from hissing or buzzing 
sounds to ringing or roaring. Tinnitus 
is found to depend upon causes far 
from the ears of hearing, in about as 
many cases as it is present in ear dis- 
ease, so that even if one be more or 
less deaf and have such head noises, it 
does not follow that the tinnitus is due 
to the ear trouble, for it may of course 
be attributable to tobaeco, acetani- 
lide, salicylates or salicylic acid, and 
to various systemic disease conditions 
which I need not mention here. 

Exercise of the middle ear is a reme- 
dial measure in chronic deafness and 
associated tinnitus, which treatment is 
seldom tried by the patient with any- 
thing like the constancy or persistence 
with which other remedies or treat- 
ments are applied. For that matter, 
such a chefp remedy as exercise is 
seldom taken seriously by the very 
people who most need it and would 
gain most from it. On the other hand, 
exercise seems such a simple remedy 
that it is too often used by the very 
people who should not take the slight- 
est exercise without medical advice; 
these persons who consider exercise a 
cure-all often suffer irreparable injury 
from indulging in a little exercise at a 
time, or under circumstances which de- 
mand rest. ‘ 

Now, then exercise your middle ear 
at your own peril. 1 am describing 
some middie.ear exercises which have 
proved beneficial in some cases of 
chronic deafness and tinnitus. Il am 
not prescribing the exercises for any 
individual ¢gase, and I do not give any 
assurance that the exercises will cure. 

Yawn, Throw your face as wide- 
lv open as possible, without dislocat- 
ing your jaw, of course, but enough to 
produce a feeling of tension in the 
muscles at the back of your throat. 
When you have yawned thoroughly, 
take a slow, full swallow or rather 
half a dozen swallows of water, or of 
lair, if you can’t get water. 
~. Monkey face. Protrude the chin 
as far as you canand draw it back as 
far as youcan, Draw the upper lip as 
far in and out as you can, at the same 
time dilating the nostrils. Do these 
grimaces a dozen times. 

3. Wiggle ears. Grasp both ear 
lobes and pull them first backward 
and upward, and then forward and 
downward, so you can feel the pull in- 
side the ears. Push the little tab in 
front of the ear opening in and out of 
the ear opening with your finger. 
Make your ears move, by raising and 
lowering your brow or scalp, as the 
lower animals and some human beings 
do. First, frown, wrinkling the fore- 
head, then relax and draw the scalp 
toward the back of the head. It will 
take patience and practice, but with 
perseverance you can learn to move 
your ears. 

4. Relax neck. Interlock your fin- 
gers with both hands clasped behind 
vour neck, and press your head firmly 
back against the hands, then relax 
slowly, 10 times. Then move the head 
‘oward your right shoulder, then te- 
ward the left shoulder, and finally ro- 
tate and roll the head through all of 
these positions as far as the old head 
will go without rolling off. 

The purpose of these exercises is to 
improve the circulation in the region 


cles, which become stiff -with false 
dignity and disuse. The exercises must 
be faithfully carried out every night 
and every morning, perhaps in the 
middle of the day, if possible, but do 
not carry them at any time to the 
point of fatigue. They may be done 
in about five minutes each time. If 
anybody should suspect that the ex- 
ercises are just a kind of glorified, 
systematized stretch and yawn, he 
needn't make a fuss about it.

A—Ole Abe was captured on the 
Flambeau river near the line between 
Ashland and Price counties, in Wis- 
censin in 1861, by a Chippewa _ In- 
dian, named Chief Sky, and sold by 
him for a bushel of corn. He was sub- 
sequently disposed of for 85 to a Mr. 
Mills, who presented him to company 
© of The Sth Wisconsin regiment The 
bird was named in honor of President 
Lincoln and the men of conipany € 
were known as the Eau Claire 
Eagles and the Sth regiment was call- 


ed the eagle regiment. “Ole Abe” ac- 
companied the regiment to the south 
and occupied a conspicuous position 
on a pereh which was carried along- 
side the colors. His first battle was 
at Farmington, Miss. He was wounded 
in front of Corinth and before Vicks- 
burg, and was injured en route from 
Memphis to Helena. From the time 
he joined the regiment until he was 
mustered out Ole Abe was engaged in 
36 battles. He always announced the 
approach of an enemy by a note of 
alarm and at the siege of Corinth 
the confederate general Price is said 
to have ordered his men to capture 
or kill the bird, remarking that he 
would rather capture Ole Abe than 
2 whole brigade. When company © 
was mustered ouf. if wos resolved 
that Ole Abe should be presented to 
the state of Wisconsin and on Septem- 
her 26, 1864, he as formally accepted 
by Governor Lewis on behalf of the 
state. During the winter of 1864 and 
185 he was exhibited at the sanitary 
fair in Chieago and the sale of his 
picture and booklet on his life netted 
$16.000 for the disabled soldier's fund. 
A model of him was made by the 
seulptor Leonard W. Volk.. For years 
he attended every fair, soldiers’ re 
union, and political convention that 
wus held. He died March 26, 1881, 
presumably from the effects of smoke 
inbaled at a fire. in the capitol at 
Madison. The bird was stuffed and 
is now in the war museum in Madi- 
son, Wis.

MILL OWNERS FAVOR 
HOME OWNERSHIP PLAN 


Asheville, N. C., June —Aboli- 
tion of the village system of homes 
owned by textile companies and sub- 
stitution of home ownership by the 
individual worker, if practicable, might 
be welcomed by mill owners, B. M. 
Gamewell, general manager of the 
Erlanger Cotton Mills, Lexington, N. 
C., said this morning in an address 
pasa the thirtieth semi-annual meet- 

ng of the Southern Textile association 
oe today. 

The convention was opened with an 
address of welcome by Mayor John H. 
(‘athey, of Asheville. More than 300 
delegates from the chief textile states 
of the south are present. George M. 
Murphy, superintendent of the Dixie 
Cotton mills, LaGrange, Ga., made the 
response to the address of welcome. 

Mr. Gamewell’s address was a 
concise statement of a few first-hand 
observations of the textile industry as 
made by him and outlined many of 
the things it has accomplished §to- 
wards bettering werking conditions of 
its employes and some of the things 
it wants to accomplish in the future. 

On the question of home ownership 
he pointed out that the textile mills 
as a whole have found it difficult to 
encourage thrift among its workers as 
a rule, while as to home ownership, 
this problem is being gtven general 
study and _ discussion. He urged 
greater efforts on the part of the

contract with the Ku Klux Klan in| 
organizing the Knights of Kamelia | 
as a separate order and appropriat- | 
ing costumes, rituals and other para- | 
phernalia for its use, made in a peti- | 
tion filed Friday by the Hiram W. 
Evans faction, Judge John D. Hum- 
phries signed q temporary order re- 
straining Col. Simmons and his asso- 
ciates from further proceedings until 
a hearing is conducted this morning. 

The order was directed against 


Emperor Simmons and the following 
kKlansmen, whom he named as _ his 

‘cabinet’ in the Knights of Kamelia: 
Rev. Caleb A. Ridley, imperial kludd 
of the klan; J. O. Wood, editor of 
the Searchlight; Henry J. Norton, L, 
W. Lathrop, Jr., William E. Thomp- 
son and E, J. Jones, of Atlanta; 
Thomas H. Knight and C. W. Bosom, 
of Oklahoma. 

Ixmperor Simmons announced or- 
ganization of the Knights of Kamelia 
as a higher order of klanship a week 
ago fcllowing a meeting of the klan 
administration in Washington. He 
asserted that he was creating the or- 
der aS an organization separate from 
the Ku Klux Klan, to be directed by 
a distinct administration, and that 
he was acting by his autbority§ as 
emperor to create and promulgate 
ritualistic work of the order. 

Under Alleged Contract. 

The suit Friday asserted that Em- 
peror Simmons was acting beyond his 
authority or invested right_in his at- 
tempt to organize the Knights of Ka- 
melia, which. was intended originally, 
it was stated, as a distinct branch of 
the klan and not a separate organiza- 
tion. It was claimed that Emperor 
Simmons had contracted to convey all 
his rights to control of klian rituals, 
literature and paraphernalia to the 
lan in consideration of a $1,000 
monthly annuity. 

The Knights of Kamelia under the 
constitution of the klan is merely the 
second order of klanship, the suit sets 
forth, Emperor Simmons and_ his 
‘cabinet” obtained a charter in Okla- 
homa June G to organize the Knights 
of Kamelia as a separate order, the 
suit claims, 

There were to be four kloranie or- 
ders, the suit sets forth, as follows: 
The order of citizenship, or proba- 
tionary order, to be designated § as 
K-Uno: the Knights of Kamelia, or 
primary order of knighthood, desig- 
nated K-Duo; the Knights of the 
Great Forest, the Order of Southern 
Chivalry, of K-Trio; the Knights of 
the Midnight Mysteries, the superior 
order of knighthood, or K-Quad. 

Revive Court Decree. 

A section of the court decree enter- 
ed by consent of attorneys for Sim- 
mons and Evans, which ended the re- 
cent litigation between the two for 
eontrol of the klan, was_ recited in 
the suit. By this section it is claim- 
ed Emperor Simmons relinquished all 
claims to independent control of klan/| 
rituals, 

‘he section follows: 

“It is found that William 
Simmons, is the owner of the 
rigbt and author’s rights on _ the 
rituals, literature, costumes and 
paraphernalia of the order, but the 
court further finds that he has con- 
tracted to assign and convey to the 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Ine. 
all copyrights and author's rights 
that he may have, and that it is 
his duty to design and promulgate 
further rituals, literature, costumes 
and paraphernalia, which may _ be- 
come the subject of copyright, and 
that this service is being performed 
by him for the henefit of said cor- 
poration, and said William Joseph 
Simmons hag agreed thai the copy- 
right and author's rights in and to 
all! such rituals. literuture, costumes 
and paraphernalia as he has hither- 
to obtained, shal! be the nroperty of 
the Knights of the Kn Klux Klan. 
in consideration of the sum of 
$1,000 per month to be paid him so 
long as he shall live. and thereafter 
to his wife, Bessie Shine Simmons, 
so long as she shall live, if she 
should survive him.”

presented, 

The department, In announcing to- 
day receipt of the note, explained “that 
it had addressed a note to the British 
nmibassador for tr ANSMIssion to the 
Canadian authorities drawing thefr ; 
attention to the difficulties expe- 
rienced in enforcing the prohibition | 
laws of the United 
Canadian border. It was pointed out 
that the Canadian authorities permit- 
ted small motor boats to take on ear- 
goes of: liquor and to make regular 
customs clearances to ports in the 
United States, thus complying with 
which prohibits the 
xale ot liquors to persons in Canada, 
but allows the exportation to a for- 
eign eountry. 

It was suggested that since the im- 
portatron of liquor into the United 
States’ without a permit was 
the Canadian officials might be 
posed to decline clearance papers to 


vessels with cargoes of liquor destined | 


to ports in the United States unless 
permit authorizing importation were 
presented. 

The reply of the Canadian goavern- 
ment through the British ambassador, 
received Tuesday, said it had carefuliy 
investigated the matter and had as- 
certained that the provisions of the 
law were being properly observed. It 
was further gtated that the export of 
liquor from Canada was not prohib- 
ited and there existed no provisions in 
the customs laws or regulations war- 
ranting refusal of clearance papers 
to vessels carrying liquor dtstined fora 
foreign pert simply because its entry 
without special permits is prohibited.

The new charter will, in its orig-

for six years. The terms will be thus 
fixed after the aldermen elect one 
of their number mayor and another 
as vice mayor, the mayor’s term to he 
the same as the presen* term—two 
years. 
| The 


salaries of the aldermen will 
ibe the same as now, nominal; alder- 
imen will fix the salaries of mayor, 
vice mayor and manager. They will 
elect a manager from anywhere they 
can find one to suit them. He may 
be dismissed by them in six months, 
after that time he can only be re 
moved after-trial and unfavoratle 
judgment. 

The manager wil] have rights in 
aldermanie meetings and_ will have 
certain unique executive functions.

‘Confidence in Stock Market 


Shaken by Recent Failures 


BY R. L. BARNUM. 


New York, June 22.—Most of the 
gains made in yesterday’ s stock mar- 
ket held today, but trading was very 
quiet, Banking interests, which 
bought stocks yesterday, expect higher 
prices before the end of the sum: 
mer, 

However, it is realized that confi- 
dence has been shaken by this week’s 
failures and false rumors of, failures 
and that there will probably have 
to be a change in sentiment before 
activity ig resumed with prices ad- 
vancing. 

There was some disappointment 
expressed in speculative quarters that 
yesterday's activity with advancing 
prices was not continued today. 

Under the existing conditions, how- 
ever, banking interests pointed out 
that the most that could be expected 
right now was that the decline which 
ran for nine days without eae halt, had 
ended. Those who bought stocks yes- 
terday or Wednesday can afford an 
income return of 6 per cent or more, 

While today’s stock sales were less 
than half of yesterday's in the late 
trading rails became active with prices 
advancing. The floating supply of rails 
around existing prices was tound to be 
very small, With general market con- 
ditions favorable there is little doubt 
that the rails could be advanced to 
much higher prices. 

On very little buying, Reading, St.

‘Reduce Cotton Acreage, 


Hints Practical Farmer 


BY JAMES L. LOFTUS. 

“By raising a small acreage of cot- 
ton and a large acreage of grain, 
farmers can protect themselves 
against the inroads of the insidious 
boll weevil,”*declares Dr. C. A. Con- 
stantine, well known local dentist 
and owner of a large farm near 
Jonesboro, Ga, <An intensive study 
of farming o@nditions of the south 
Dr. Constantine's opinion 


el by concrete examples of tbe suc- 
cess of his theories, 

“The farmer of the south is to 
prone to stake his all on his eotton 
erop and the nefarious activities of 
the winged pest too often set him face 
to face with ruin,” he said. “He over- 
looks an important factor in cutting 
down his overhead expenses by not 
growing his own feed and thus in 
event of the ruin of his crop by the 
weevil he finds himself on the brink 
of financial disaster.” 

Dr. Constantine’s solution of the 
problem—a solution that has stood 
the practical test—is to plant a small 
acreage of cotton, poison it often, 
give it the best of ‘eare and in the 
long run the average profits are 
higher than those who take their 
chances of the boll weevil menace. 

On a comparatively larger tract, 
Dr. Constantine suggests that grain 
be grown, oats, wheat, ete., for feed 
and rye for marketing purposex, 

On his farm near Jonesboro, Pr. 


Constantine this year planted a con- 
siderable quantity of Abruzzi seed 
rye. Ilis returns on the investment 
exceeded his most optimistic dreams. 
The rye grew in some places to a~ 
height of over six feet and he har- 
vested between 40 and 50 bushels of 
seed to the acre. For this he has 
already found a market and the price 
received will yield a substantial prof- 
it. The straw will be baled and this, 
too, iS a factor in his earnings, 

Dr..Constantine stresses the point 
that farmers must raise their Own 
feed for their stock. Ili years whey 
the cotton crop is a dead loss hie 
tenants have their expenditures re- 
duced to a minimum hy thelr grain 
crop returns and the discouragement 
and hard times that inevitably fol- 
low cotton failures do not lower the 
morale of his workers, They are 
ready to begin the battle with the soil 
in another year, standing on their 
own feet with their chances of success 
greatly increased, 

Another salient feature brought out 
by Dr. Constantine was that after 
his crop of rye had been harvested 
this year a crop of peas was grown. 

“Too much importance cannot be at- 
tached to-the reduction of cotton 
crops to a point where they are not 
too unweildy to be properly protect- 
ed, and to guard against lean years 
by a practical grain investment,” 


Lconcluded the Jonesboro farm owner.
